How high is the divorce 
rate in Collin County com­ 
pared with that in other 
counties? How many area 
residents are divorced? How 
many have remarried after 
tieing divorced? 
For the great majority of 
men and women in the local 
area marriage is a once-in-a- 
lifetime undertaking. 
For 
others, who start out with 
equally high hopes, their 
marriages end up on the 
rocks 
In general, the divorce 
rate has been on the rise for 
a number of years and is still 
mounting. This is indicated 
in the latest surveys by the 
Department of Commerce, 
the 
National 
Center of 
Health Statistics and others. 
In Collin County, it ap­ 
pears, the number of marital 
splitups is on the low side. 
There are fewer divorces 
and 
separations, 
in 
proportion to population, 
than in most parts of the 
United States. 
According to the latest 
tabulations, some 41 out of 
every 1,000 local residents 
over the age of 14 are either 
divorced or separated from 


their spouses 
The comparable national 
average is 53 per 1,000. In the 
West South Central States 
the rate is 55 and, in the State 
of Texas, 56. 
During 1974, the figures 
show, 
there 
were 
ap­ 
proximately 970,000 divorces 
in the United States. That 
was 57,009 more than in 1973.

less. With an IR A plan the 
dollar limit is $1,500. 
Another is that with Keogh 
you must contribute for all 
full-tim e em ployees who 
have worked for you for at 
least three years. If your 
plan includes one or more

The big proviso with IR A 
is that unless you pay sub­ 
stantial tax penalties or can

provide that no premature 
distributions can be made,

But this way, you in­ 
vest the entire $1,000 at the 
beginning.

Results of this double tax 
savings can be spectacular.

Mayor Frank Dugger said 
“ Since flood insurance is 
now available,' 
he added,

it

purchased 
by 
owners of property in areas 
identified as flood prone by 
HUD. in order to be eligible 
for virtually all forms of 
Federal or federally-related 
financial 
assistance

building purposes in those 
areas 
“ This would include KHA 
or VA mort gat es. loans from

$35,000 and $100,000 for other 
r e s i d e n t i a l 
a n d 
nonresidential buildings, at 
the subsidized rate of 25 
cents per $100 of coverage 
The rate goes to 40 rents per 
$100 
for 
nonresidential 
buildings.

Terminal Doomed?

NEW YORK (UPI) - Mil­ 
lions of Americans know the 
low, columned structure that 
sprawls amid skyscrapers. 
it was here, in Grand 
Central Station, they said 
tearful farewells and kissed 
joyeous greetings through 
two world wars, Korea and 
Vietnam, and in times of 
peace. 
Now 
Penn 
Central 
Railroad wants to cover up 
Grand Central Station — the 
proper name is Terminal 
with 
a 
55-story 
office 
building. It wants to bring in 
rent money for its ailing 
finances. 
But a celebrity-studded 
group of New Yorkers 
with show business stars, 
writers, politicians and such 
names as Jacqueline Ken­ 
nedy Onassis on their let­ 
terhead — have opened a 
campaign headquarters to 
carry their fight to preserve 
the building to the travelers 
passing through, 
Dwight 
Eisenhow er, 
before becoming President, 
summoned wife Mamie to a 
train platform to pose for 
photographers with an ear­ 
splittin g , 
tw o-fingered 
whistle. 
Harry 
Truman 
passed 
up 
a 
baggage 
elevator security route to 
deliver an impromptu 1952 
campaign speech from the 
Grand Concourse balcony. 
Jimmy Durante once did a 
song skit at Gate 34. The 
Prince of Wales walked a red 
carpet to his train while a 
prince — and boarded in rain 
slicker after golf as Duke of 
Windsor. 
Completed in 1913, Grand 
Central was hailed as “the 
greatest railroad terminal in 
the world,” its grand con­ 
course was called “the most 
beautiful 
room 
in 
the 
world.” In its heyday in the 
late 40s, 550 trains entered 
and left daily and it handled 
more 
than 
65 
million 
passengers in 1946. 
“Venice may have St. 
Marks and Paris, Notre 
Dame, but we have Grand 
C entral,” said architect 
Philip Johnson, a leader of 
The Committie to Save 
Grand 
Central 
Station. 
Form er 
Majfor 
Robert 
Wagner said, “Save this 
great landmark so that we 
may hand down to our 
children a better heritage 
than we received.” 
One time, Tom Mix rode 
through the station on his 
horse. Tony. Roy Rogers 


was talked out of trying the 
same stunt with Trigger 
because Tony slipped on the 
marble floor. 
New York City’s Land­ 
marks Preservation Com­ 
mission declared the 61- 
year-old structure “one of 
the 
great 
buildings 
of 
America” and made it an 
official city landmark. 
But in January, State Su­ 
preme Court Justice Irving 
Saypool ruled this could not 
prevent the railroad from 
covering it all up. 


Back in the 40s, 35 Los 
Angeles motorcycle cops 
sped from their train out the 
imposing French beaux arts 
entrance to an American 
L e g i o n 
c o n v e n t i o n . 
T h o u s a n d s 
w a t c h e d 
American astronauts orbit 
the earth and, later, the 
moon, on a giant Grand 
Concourse screen.

West Explains 
Old, New Oil 


By DICK WEST 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
To understand the fight 
between President Ford and 
Congress over oil price 
controls, one must un­ 
derstand the difference 
between “old” oil and “new 
oil. 
The best way to get that 
distinction across is via the 
question-and-answer for­ 
mat. 
Q. Okay, wise guy, what IS 
the difference between old 
oil and new oil? 
A. A good question. Old oil 
is cheaper. 
Q. Glad to hear it. Where 
can I buy some? 
A. You can’t buy it. Try 
buying a quart of old oil and 
chances are you will be sold 
a quart of used oil. Which is 
something else entirely. 
Q. Why can’t I buy old oil? 
A. Somewhere along the 
line _ i’m not sure where 
this happens — the old oil 
gets mixed in with the new 
oil. So what you get is middle 
aged oil. 
Q. If new oil costs more 
than old oil, does that mean 
it is better? 
A. Not necessarily. The 
price depends on when the 
oil was discovered. Old oil, 
or oil that was discovered 
before a certain date, is 
subject to price control. On 
oil discovered after that 
date, the sky’s the limit. 
This is why oilmen are so 
fond of new oil. 
In fact, the oilmen are 
sorry 
now 
they 
ever 
discovered all that old oil in 
the first place. If they didn’t 
already know it was there, 
they could come along and 


rediscover it at a higher 
price. 
Q. Is there any way of 
converting old oil to new oil? 
A. Yes. If prices controls 
expire at the end of the 
month, the old oil will 
magically turn into new oil 
overnight. 
Q. Why did Congress vote 
to extend price controls for 
six months9 
>. A. Congress says that with 
nothing but new oil available 
the price will go even higher 
and start a new round of 
inflation? 
Q. Does that mean that 
President Ford, who plans to 
veto the bill, is in favor of 
inflation? 
A No. Ford claims that 
changing old oil to new oil 
will give oilmen more in­ 
centive to drill for new-new 
oil, which is oil that is so new 
it hasn’t been discovered 
yet.
